SCHOOL YEAR 2000/2001

Department of Defense Instruction (DoDI) 6060.3, “ School-Age Care (SAC) Program,”
requires that uniform dliding fee ranges based on total family income be used in all school-age care
faculty-based programs. These fees may be established for before school, after school and
before/after school. Installations may authorize up to a 20 percent reduction of fees charged for each
additional child from the same family. The fee ranges for the 2000/2001 school year must be
implemented between August 1, 2000 and October 1, 2000. The fee ranges for school year
2000/2001 are as follows:

Y All parents in the same program and fee category pay the same fee, regardless of the number of
hours their child attends.

The center providing school-age care must use the DD Form 2652 to verify total family income
(TFI). The TFI will be computed using the Basic Allowance for Housing Type Il (BAH-II) chart.
Since the BAH-II chart is based on the calendar year, programs will use (a) the 2000 chart when
calculating fees for parents enrolling between August and December 2000, and (b) the 2001
BAH-11 chart for those enrolling beginning in January 2001. All earned income, as well as
Minimum BAH and Basic Allowance for Subsistence, will be added to determinethe TFl. The
most recent copy of the spouse’s W-2 or aleave and earning statement should be used to verify the
income for non-military personnel. The parent’sincome should be verified annually at the time
that new rates go into effect using the sponsor’s and spouse’ s most recent W-2s. Families who
refuse to show proof of income will be charged the Category VI fee.
